SHE WAS NO LONGER A WIFE. 

The complaint in the divorce proceedings alleged 
that Mrs. Houghton'’s maiden name was Rose Anna 
Mullen, and that under that name she had been 
married to one James McGienn, a Brooklyn black- 
smith, on July 1, 1854, at the St. James Cathedral in 
Brooklyn. Itfurther affirmed that McGlenn was 
still alive and her lawful husband when she mar 
ried Mr. Houghton. On this complaintand an afil- 
davit stating that she was living in Mobile, an order 
of publication was granted by the late Judge Suth- 
‘ erland requiring publication of the summons in that 
city and New York. No answer having been put in, 
the case was on March 17, 1806, referred to 
D. P. Ingraham, jr. son of the iate 
Judge Ingraham, At the reference  Elien 
Orssen, a widow who kept a boarding-house at No. 
10 Fleet street, Brooklyn, said that Mrs. Houghton 
had boarded with her under the name of Rose Ann 
McGlenn, and had told herthat she had been mar 
ried to James. McGlenn. She was 

PRESENT AT MRS. HOUGHTON'S SECOND MARRIAGE. 
Wm. B. Lathrop swore that he was present at the 
first marriage, He afterward, in 1858, saw McGlenn 
in Cincinnati, and took a drink with him. He told 
him his wife had married. and McGienn said he did 
not care. The referee reported in fayor of the di- 
vorce, and his father, sitting on the Supreme Court 
bench, confirmed the report. These were the 
papers which were handed to Mrs. Houghtos 
in the Police Court at Mobile. Aftershe had recov- 
ered from her surprise and indignation, she tort. the 
magistrate that she had never borne the name of 
Rose Anna Mullen. James McGienp was her cousin 
and he had died before she married Mr. Fouozghton. 
She had never been married to McGienn. At this 
time her busband swore she was living in Mobile, 
she was residing at the Clarendon Hotel, in Wash- 
ingtow. The magistrate said he was obliged to dis 
miss the charge against Houghton, but advised her 
to go to New York and bavethe decree of divorce 
set aside.

‘The Closing Election of 4 Very Ex- 
citing Season, . 


Coming Struggles in Various States—A Bit- 
ter Contest in Colorado—Who the Aspir- 
ants Will Be—Ex-Minister Sargent Aux- 
ious to be Elected—Logan’s Thorny Path 
in Illinois—Truthfal Jeff. Davis—Morrison 
and the Treaties. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

Wasuineton, December 13.—The approach of the 
time for the meeting of the State Legislatures, to- 
gether with the presence here of Senators and 
members from the States where Senatorial elections 
are to take place, renews interest in the closing elec- 
tions of the very exciting season. Some eighteen 
or twenty Senators are to be chosen during the next 
few weeks, and talks with members and poli- 
ticians from the States where they are to be select- 
ed give a pretty good idea of the situation and 
prospect, Already two or three of the places 


have been  ffilled without a struggle, 
and there are indications that there 
will be little fighting in more than 


a half dozen States. Wade Hampton has already 
been re-elected in South Carolina, and “Joe” Brown 
in Georgia. In Alabama, Arkansas, Connecticut, 
Florida, Indiana, Kansas, Missouri, Nevada, North 
Carolina and Pennsylvania, the present Senators 
seem almost certain to be re-elected, while in Cali- 
fornia, Colorado, Illinois, New Hampshire, New 
York, Oregon, Rhode Island and Wisconsin the 
contest ig likely to be struggles of greater or less in- 
tensity. From California word comes that the ex- 
stage driver Page, who cracked his whip over the 
Republicans of the Forty-seventh Congress to 

them pass the anti-Chinese bill, and was then left 
at home by his constituents, is anxious to try his 
persuasive methods on the Senate, and wil) make 


a- fight for the place. It is probable 
‘that ex-Minister Sargent will, however,. be 
chosen to the seat again, now 


that he is at home ana able to accept the place once 
more. In Colorado the fight between Teller and 
Hill is very hot, so muchso thatthe latter grows 
very vigorous and denunciatory in regard to the 
former, bestowing upon him, if reports are to be 
trusted, some epithets of a very uncomplimentary 
nature, most of which are foreign to the vocabula- 
ries of polite society. Mr. Teller isin New Orleans 
just now, but if he hears all the reports of Mr. Hill’s 
language which are flying about here he may 

MAKE IT INTERESTING FOR THAT GENTLEMAN 
on his return. Meantime the red-headed Belford is 
tying low and keeping up a very vigorous thinking, 
ready to come in at the right moment and seize the 
prize after the Senator and Secretary have 
gotten so out of breath over thefr 
struggle as to be unable to retain it for themselves. 
In Illinois nobody is able to make a guess. The Re- 
publicans say that since the discovery that a mem- 
ber of the State Senate from Quincy is not eligible 
they will have no difficulty in re-electing Logan. 
The Democrats, on the other hand. say it is not 
prabable that the seat will be declared vacant, and, 
even if it it, it can be filied before the election for 
Senator. In the very close and somewhat uncertain 
state of the Legislature there, David Davis is a good 
deal talked of. The Democrats, however, are not 
inclined to concede any likelihood of anything but a 
straight Democrat being elected from that State, 
and talk of Mayor Harrison, Governor Palmer and 
Bill Morrison as candidates, It is noticed, 
too, that Mr. Morrison has “spruced up” a good 
deal of late, evidently with the thought of promo- 
tioninhis mind. In New York the situation is so 
much discussed and so complicated that it is pretty 
hard to make any prediction. So far as can be 
judged here, however, the indications seem to point 
to President Arthur as quite likely to be selected. 
It is well understood among Mr. Arthur's friends 
here that he will not go into

forthe place. The situation is, however, very un- 
certain.and any one of a half dozen talked of may be 
the choice. From Oregon the present member of the 


House, Mr. George, who refused a 
renomination - and re-election to the 
House, is talked of as Senator.

Senator from a State which has but one member of 
the House are very light compared 
with thoee of the member, There are two Senators 
to the one member, and besides that, the people 
feel more at liberty to call wn the Representative 
than upon the Senator, while the labor required t* 
legislation the House is herculanean beside that re 
quired in the Senate. It does not follow, then, that 
because Mr. George has refused to come back to 
the House, he would be averse to a seat in the Sen- 
ate.

Wuereas, The second, or Low License class, has 
proved to be a complete failure, permitting a num- 
ber of p@gons to surreptitiously en in selling 
all kinds of intoxicating liquors by the dram or 
drink, while paying but one-fifth of the regular 
license fee so todo. Therefore, be it 

Resolved by the House of Delegates of the City 
of St. Louis. that the General Assembly of the State 
of Missouri are hereby memorialized to amend the 
so-called “Downing Law,” soasto make only one 
class of dramshop license fee, said license fee not to 
exceed the sum of two hundred and fifty dollars 
per agnum. : 

Resolved, that the clerk of this House be instruct- 
ed to forward a copy of this preamble and resolu- 
tion to both Houses of the neral Assembly, as 
early as possible at their coming session. 

The resolution was referred to the Committee on 
Ways and Means, and close on its heeis came the 
following equally logical proposition from Mr. 
MacManus, which was lost, not because it was il- 
logical or anything of that sort, but because there 
was an idea that the resolution 

SHOULD INCLUDE BOTH HOUSES. 

“Whereas, a resolution to memorialize the Legis- 
lature has been offered in this House, seeking to re- 
lieve the citizens of St. Louis from the burdens im- 
posed on them by the Downing high-license law; 
therefore, be it hereby 

“Resolved, That a committee of three be appoint- 
ed by the Chair to proceed to Jefferson City, and 
there make such endeavors as may be propes and 
just to relieve said citizens from the burdens of said 
named law, or to seek such modification of its pro- 
visions as may be meet and ae 

At the next meeting, on the 9th, the persevering 
Mr. MacManus offering the following, which was 

opted: 

“Whereas, The House of Delegates has been re- 
quested to memoriakze the Legislature with refer- 
ence to the burdens imposed on some of its citizens 
by the Downing High-License Law; therefore, be it 

“Resolved by the House of Delegates, the Council 
concurring therein, that a joint committee of both 
Houses be appointed by the speaker of the House 
and president of the Council; to coasist of five mem- 
bers of the House aad three of the Council, to pro- 
ceed to Jefferson City and there suggest such legis- 
lation as may be of interest and benefit to the State 
of Missouri and the City of St. Louis with reference 
to this subject.” | 

Special attention is directed to the reason set forth 
why any delegation should goto Jefferson City at‘ 
all, and to the other fact that the dd@egation is 
authorized, in the name of the Municipal Assembly, 
to propose any reduction of license it see tit, 
even to $10 per year. This resolution overtook in 
the Council the bill by which the House aimed to 
increase the beer-house license from $230 to $500, 
and if the Council was left in doubt as to whether 
the House was in favor of increasing or reducing 
the cost of saloon licenses, the doubt was entirely 
excusable. The junketing, carte-blache resolution 
is stillin the hands of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee of the Council. 

It is a very notable fact that many of the gentle- 
men who are thus endeavoring, in behalf of oon- 
keepers, and, in spite of the protest of a majority 
of the dramshop men and brewers, who have ex- 
pressed themselves as opposed to such agitation, 
to deprive the city of hundreds of 
thonsands of dollars the revenue it 
now enjoys, are at the same time 
loud in their demands for heavier appropriations. 
Mr. MacManus, who is the author of the iast-named 
resolution, is also the author and champion of a bill 
to increase the police force; and ret 

THE ONLY POSSIBLE OBJECTION 
to his bill is the scarcity of money in the city treas- 


ury. Some idea of the effect of the proposed meas- 
ures can be given by a few figures. 

The dramshop licenses issued for 
the past six months increased 1,253, 
and the beer-house license numbered 631. That 
number of saloons at $500 for dramshops and $230 
for beer-houses represents to the city $771,680 per 


annum. If the proposed reduction to a uniform 
figure of $250 per annum were to be made, the city 
would receive only $471,000, which would be a ciear 
loss to the treasury of $300,630, use, as is 
represented, the people in the saioon business are 
poor, and trade at the present time is much de- 

ressed, This would be a splendid contribution 

rom the entire city tothe 1884 saloon keepers with

Witness told Kornbarat that it was time for 
him to go'to bed. Spilker took his revolver from 
the shelf and started out from behind the counter 
when Kornhardt approached with a 
revolver in his right hand. Kornhardt struck wit- 
ness in the stomach with his left hand, and then 
knocked him down and grabbed him by the thrvat. 
Spilker then fired a shot. and as Kornhardt didn’t 
release his hold he fired another, after which wit- 
ness started to leave the saloon, when Kornhardt 
followed him. Spilker then fired another shot and 
went up-stairs to his room, where he was arrested 
by the police a short time afterwards.

TOO LONG DELAYED. 

The regulation of transportation charges by 
law is as old as thecommon carrier business on 
highways located by the power of eminent do- 
main. When the railways succeeded to that 
business and practically made a monopoly of it, 
the old common law remedies were found inad- 
“equate to protect the public from outrageous 
extortions and discriminations. When States 
began to enact special regulations and remedies 
some fifteen years ago, all the arguments now 
heard in favor of trusting to business competi- 
tion and self-interest as better regulators than 
Courts or statutes, were exhausted. State laws 
which afforded some protection, as far as they 
went, were enacted, and the power of the 
States to regulate the transportation of their 
internal commerce was affirmed by the Su- 
preme Court. Then the roads fell back on the 
fact that most of their business was across 
State lines, and therefore subject only to the 
exclusive authority of Congress to reg- 
ulate inter-State commerce. So in 1873 
a bill to regulate inter-State commerce was in- 
troduced, and for eleven years railroad in- 
fluence has been strong enough to defeat or 
indefinitely postpone such regulation by Con- 
gress. 

In the meantime what have we seen, and 
what do we see now? 

Railroad managers making great fortunes 
for themselves, but unsettling values and ruin- 
ing legitimate business, by speculating in the 
stock, produce and grain exchanges on their 
unbridled power to manipulate prices by arbi- 
trarily changing freight rates. 

Railroads wrecked periodically by this proc- 
ess, and the stockholders thereof,as well as 
the general public, commercially plucked. 

Railroads entering into unlawful combina- 
tions with coal, oil, manufacturing, mining and 
commercial companies to discriminate against 
competing companies for the purpose of forcing 
them into pools or breaking them down. In 
doing this they trample upon legal rights and 
disregard all the considerations and restraints of 
public policy, but do it with impunity, laugh- 
ing at the petty penalties and puny remedies 
now afforded by law. Look at the horrors of 
starvation and violence in the Hocking Valley 
—all caused by the co-operation of a railroad 
with a mining combination to put down wages 
and cut off from market the output of mines 
that refused to reduce wages or enter the com- 
bination. Orders of court commanding the 
road to cease its unlawful discrimination ‘gere 
treated with contempt. 

In the Northwest, where produce is taxed to 
pay dividends onillegally watered stocks, the 
discrimination extends to buyers and shippers 
as well as to rates, and is so outrageous and un- 
reasonable that farmers are burning their corn 
for fuel and receiving for their wheat less than 
half the cost of raising it. 

The interest of all concerned, the railroads in- 
cluded, demands that Congress shall no longer 
hesitate to apply some effective remedy for 
these Violations of law, and impose some 
restraint upon this terrible power of discrimi- 
nation. In no other country on earth but ours 
is the power or duty of the Government to af- 
ford such relief doubted or denied. 


THE WHITH MAN'S WAY. 

It is probable that those Indian lands were 
leased for much less than they were worth, It 
is probable that the leases were procured by 
immoral and improper means—by bribing and 
overreaching the tribal authorities. But it is 
very improbable that an exercise of the pa- 
ternal guardianship of our Government over its 
red-skinned wards will mend the matter. In all 
of its dealings with corporations or moneyed 
combinations it has shown very little disposition 
and no capacity at all to protect itself and its 
own people from worse swindies than those 
land leases. The success of the New York 
Knickerbockers and the Pennsylvania Quakers 
in obtaining conveyances of tribal lands for a 
few demijohns of rum, a few strings of beads and 
a few dazzling patterns of gaudy calico, was 
pitiful compared with the deals by which our 
Government has been swindled out of a vast 
public domain, hundreds of millions of dollars 
in cash and franchises of unlimited value, in 
return for which ithas received nothing but 
broken promises and deflance to ite laws. 
What State Legislature or what City Council 
has ever conceded a franchise or a contract toa 
corporation without fastening a swindle or a 
hard bargain upon the tax-payers? When has 
such a body ever tried to afford relief from its 
own blunder by making a new contravt, that 
it did not make the matter worse and involve 
itself in litigation and fresh suspicions of cor- 
ruption? If some big Indians saw channels in 
which they could make themselves useful, and 
cast their anchors to the windward according- 
ly, and the result was that they ‘‘stood on vel- 
vet” while the tribal lands were leased for a 
song, it only shows that the leading red men 
are beginning to “catch on” to tlie white man’s 
way with reference to public interests and pub- 
lic truste. :

Tue Paris Municipal Council has uader examina- 
tion a plan for the establishment of a public cre- 
matory in the city. The chief engineer of the city 
was sent to Italy and Germany sometime ago to in- 
vestigate the best methods of cremation,and on his 
return a plan for the building and ovens was sub- 
mitted to thé Council, The crematory will proba- 
bly be erected in the Pere Lachaise Cemetery. 
Three ovens will be built first for the cremation of 
bodies from the hospitals only, as the bill making 
cremation optional with the public has not yet been 
past. When it does pass three huge ovens will be 
built in a large hall where services will be held dur- 
ing the process of reducing the remains to ashes. 
Underneath the building there will be niches in the 
walls of the basement for the reception of the vases 
containing ashes. 


M. G. Macz, the late Chef de la Lusete at Paris, 
has published a pamphlet, making some disclosures 
rather startling to Parisians. He asserts that Paris 
is a safe place for criminals to inhabit, owing to the 
differences existing between the Government and 
the city authorities. As matters now stand, the 
city has control of the police, but not of the detect- 
ive force, and the detectives are compelled to take 
their orders from uniformed inspectors, thus seri- 
ously interfering with their usefulness and disclos- 
ing their identity. This fact has greatly endan- 
gered the hives of detectives, as has been illustrated 
by the beating nearly to death of one who attended 
an anarchist meeting, and also by frequent assaults 
made on them. The power of the police is very 
great as to compelling suspects to give satisfactory 
answers. The pawn-shops are under control of the 
Government, and every French servant or laborer 
must have an identity book, but, notwithstanding 
these facilities for preventing crime and detecting 
criminals, Paris has t¥ice as many crimes commit 
ted in its borders as London, and fewer criminals 
are brought to justice, 

Parisians must have their original idea or joke on 
every occasion. The cholera epidemic while it raged 
nearly filled the newspapers with cholera news. One 
morning the newsboys announced a new paper and 
cried, “Buy L’Anti-Trac, (The Anti-Scare), the only 
journal which does not mention cholera.” The 
papers sold rapidly and eéach purchaser when he 
opened his paper, found that the boys had told the 
truth, as there was nota word printed on them— 
only blank pages,

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COOKING THE TURKEY. 


How the Christmas Bird is Best Pre- 
pared—A Choice of the Receipts. 
From the Caterer:for December. . 

Authorities differ in their opinions regarding 
the best method of preparing the noble bird for 
roasting, some contending that it should not be 
stuffed, but simply trussed,and thus roasted. 
There is not any doubt that in this way the 
pure flavor of the bird being unmixed with any 
taste which does not belong to it, is better pre- 
served: but then it must be remembered that 
tastes differ and that which would be grateful 
to one palate another would pronounce insipid. 
All, however, agree on one point—that the bird 
should be hung at least a week before dressing, 
if the weather be at all suitable, and they also 
concede that the hen turkey is to be preferred 
for the flavor of its flesh. One authority re- 
commends that in its previous management the 
bird should be emptied and picked a few hours 
after it is killed and some parings of fresh truf- 
fles (or dried ones if the fresh are not procura- 
ble), placed in the belly, which is then stuffed 
with clean. sweet hay. The bird is then to be 
hung by the legsa week before it is dressed, 
when the hay isto be withdrawn, the truffle 
parings washed in warm water, and a portion 
of them stewed in the gravy that is served with 
the turkey. For the stuffing, sausage meat 
beat together with an egg is supposed to be the’ 
proper thing. 

Another way is to take a young hen turkey 
that is perfectly sweet: pluck, draw and singe 
it carefully, wiping the outside with a damp 
cloth and after washing it inside drying it 
thoroughly. Then make a forcemeat as follows: 
Soak a quarter of a pound of day-old Vienna 
bread in milk; squeeze till dry and add a quar- 
ter of a pound of finely chop sausage meat, 
two eggs, a tablespoonful each of minced pars- 
ley and onion and two ounces of good butter, 
seasoning with salt, pepper and grated nutmeg. 
Mix these ingredients thoroughly together, | 
then stuff the bird with the forcemeat, truss it 
securely for roasting and put it before a clear 
fire. it should not be forgotten that basting is 
allimportant. When the bird is dqne enough 
dish it up, pour over it some truffle sauce and 
serve hot. 

Dellee, who holds that the meat of a fowl 
plainly roasted is more juicy and tastes better 
than when filled with bread ee thus gives | 
directions for preparing the bird: Singe, draw 
and truss a large, tender, dry-picked-turkey ;

with cranberry jeily.

BOY DEFAULTERS, 


An Army of Youths Who Vic- 
timize Their Employers, 


The City Full of Young and Semi- 
Respectable Thieves.

Peculating Clerks, Collectors and 
Cashiers— Some Who Shiveringly 
Await the Hour of Exposure—An 
Official’s Stories — Dice-Throwing 
That Brought Ruin—Lottery, the 
Card-Table and Pool-Playing as 
Shame-Producing Allurements. 


Hundreds of young men acquire public shame 
every year inalarge city like this. Dozens and 
dozens of defaulting clerks are reported to the po- 
lice, and only by the intercession of 
parents and the intervention of influential friends is 
the ignominy of a criminal trial and certain convic- 
tion averted. Many small as well as many big 
thieves escape obloquy in this way, and the number 
who face the music is but an infinitesimal fraction 
of the grand total of those who should be made to 
confront justice's brass band. A Post-Dispatca re- 
porter was given a suggestion of the alarming ex- 
tent to which thievery of a comparatively safe but 
villainous kind prevails here by s public official 
whose long connection with criminal affairs mages 
him an authority on such matters. 

“If I had a grown-up son in these days,” said he, 
with every manifestation of the full meaning of his 
words in the emphasis ee them, “and wanted 
to keep him honest.

Like parents who believe their own children the 
prettiest and most angelic, ts are vain 
enough to pride themselves’on the possession of the 
most trustworthy young men for clerks and collect- 
ors.

Namesand Figures Showing How the Ex- 
change Building Was Paid For by Private 
Citizens—Stock Which Has Ceased to Have 

' Value,

The recent discussion about tne building of the 
Merchants’ Exchange, called up chiefly by Mr. 
Lackland’s statements in the public prints, has given 
a new interest to the history of the Chamber of 
Commerce. One of the chief topies of talk about 


town just at present is the question who lost the 
money paid in on the original stock subscriptions. 


An answer to the query may be given thus: 

The history of the present Chamber of Commerce 
begins properly with the 22d day of November, 1872. 
It is true that, prior to that time, a great deal of 
preliminary work had been done, The project of a 
fit Exchange building had been in agitation for 
years before, and a great many meetings had been 
held looking toward the erection and leasing of an 
edifice appropriate to the great intereststo be 
housed. Atthis time the present location was se- 
lected out of the three proposed by a majority of 
the Exchange members, who had before them for 
choice three propositions, one from the Scudders 
and Mrs. Ames looking to the building of the Cham- 
ber on Sixth and Washington avenue; a second 
from P. G. Gerhart and others offering a site on 
Third and Locust streets, and the third 
from George Knapp and others proposing 
the block between Third and Fourth and 
Pine ahd Chestnut. Articles of Association were 
agreed upon by The St. Louis Chamber of Com- 
merce Association. The eo stock was put at 
$1,000,000. Rufus Lackland, B. W. Alexander, 
Henry T. Blow, Gerard B. Allen, George Knapp, 
John A. Seudder W. M. Samuel, George Bain, 
George P. Plant, Henry P. Patterson, E. O. Stan- 
ard,W.J.Lewis and D. Rowland were selected as 
directors. 

On the 12th of December these directors met, or- 

ganized by electing Rufus J, Lackland President, 
Gerard Bb. Allen and George Knapp Vice-Presideuts, 
and after consultation promulgated an address 
calling for subscriptions of stock. Inthis address 
it was stated that the design to devote the entire 
bloek between Fourth and Third, Pine and Chest- 
‘ nuttothe erection of buildings for commercial, 
banking, insurance, legaland exchange purposes. 
The cost of the structure was estimated to exceed 
$2,000,000. The association was to build upon the 
eastern two-thirds of the block. Mrs. Hunt and 
Mr. Lucas were to build upthe western third ina 
similar style of architecture. The books were opened 
for subscription, money flowed in, and the und 
for the site was purchased for $561,700 86. The 
corner stone was faid on the 6th of June, 1874. at 
which time the subscription books showed the fol- 
lowing list of stockholders with the amounts sub- 
scribed for by each:

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| FIRED FOR FRAUD. 


he New York Produce Exchange 
Expels an Old Member. 


How Mr. Thomas Atkinson Violated Com.- | resolutio 


mercial Ethics—A Strange Partnership— 
A Bankrupt Becomes His Own Creditor— 
Transactions That Aroused the Wrath of 
Fellow Merchants. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New Youk. December 13.—The following notice 
was posted yesterday in the Produce Exchange: 
“The Board of Managers at a meeting held this 
day unanimously expelled from membership Mr. 
Thomas Atkinson.” A large group of members 
gathered in front of this notice when it was posted, 
and they appeared rather elated than otherwise 
over the humiliating spectacle of an old member 
being branded forever by expulsion. There have 
been in all probability 10,000 men who have been 
members of the Produce Exchange since its organ- 
ization, and out of that large number only ten, in- 
cluding Mr. Atkinson, *have ever been guilty of 
such offenses as to cause the Board of Managers to 
expel them. The offense charged against him is 
stated officially as “‘conduct inconsistent with the 
just and equitable principles,of trade, and conduct 
opposed to the purposes of the charter and by-laws 
of the Exchange.” The complaint was made by 
Mackenzie, Ubase & Co., commission merchants, 
92 Warren street. The Board listened for two 
days to 

A MASS OF TESTIMONY 
before making its decision. Mr. Theodore J. Husted, 
a member of the Board, summed the case. against 
the accused, and Mr. Atkinson defended himself. 
The verdict was the talk of the Exchange. 
Said a prominent member. “The Exchange 
never did a more creditable thing than to have ex- 
pelled Mr. Atkinson. His business reputation has 
not for some time been good, and I don’t believe he 
will ever again be admitted into membership.” 
Mr. Atkinson has been the reputed head of the firm 
of Atkinson & Co., exporters of fiour, grain and pro- 
visions, No. 2% Whitehall street. He is about 55 
years old, and has been a member of the Exchange 
for twenty years. The firm announced its inability 
to meet its obligations on September 13 last. The 
testimony taken before the board of managers was 
to the effect that for the three days prior to 
Wednesday, September 10, Atkinson  pur- 
chased a Dill of goods, principally cheese, 
from Mackenzie, Chase & Co., to the 
amount of $16,000. He represented that his cus- 
tomer was to pay cash and he promised to pay for 
the goods on Thursday morning. Meantime, At- 
kinson busied himself in shipping the goods to 
Glasgow, Scotland. He worked till 10 o'clock 
Wednesday evening, getting the goods on board the 
steamer. He had the cheese consigned to his own 
order in Scotland, and put the bills of lading in his 
safe. On Thursday he 

NEGLECTED TO PAY FOR THE GOODS, 

and Friday he made an assignment for the benefit 
of his creditors. The bills of lading for the prod- 
uce purchased from Mackenzie, Chase & Co., he 
turned over to hisassignee asa part of the assets 
of the firm. Indeed, they proved to 
be almost all the assets available,the only other 
item being a disputed claim the firm had against a 
man named John Adams for $15,000. But though 
the assets were small, the liabilities were of more 
ample proportions. Among the liabilities was.a 
claim for $12,500 back salary, made by Mr. Atkin 
son himself against bis own firm. Mr. Atkinson 
seems to have been placed in the position of being 
his own creditor. He explained this by saying that 
he tvas not a member of the firyn of Atkinson & Co, 
The partners, he said, were his daughters and his 
sister-in-law. He was merely fheir managing clerk, 
engaged at a salary of $500) per year. 
and they owed him $10,500 on unpaid wages. Mc 
Kenzie, Chase & Co. hastened to get possession of 
their goods. They took instant proceedings to stop 
the sale of goods at Glasgow and finally succeeded 
in getting the assignee to transfer them the bills of 
lading. Their loss, therefore, was but trifling. The 
transaction, however, wasof so doubtful a char 
acter, as far as 

COMMERCIAL ETHICS 
are concerned, that they considered it their duty to 
make complaint to the Exchange. Mr. Atkinson 
was criticised before the Board of Managers for 
having done business under the nameof Atkinson 
& Co., though not a member of the firm. 
It was stated that merchants doing business with 
him were deceived by this circumstance. Mr. At- 
kinson, in his own behalf, showed that he had ex- 
hibited his power of attorney to act for the firm to 
the Board of Managers three years before. In the 
testimony allusion was made to a former failure by 
Mr. Atkinson, in 1879, and to the allegation that 
when his books were wanted for examination, it 
was discovered they had been destroyed. Mr. At- 
kinson, in his defense made to the Board, said that 
on Thursday. September 11, he had been called 
upon by the Merchants’ Bank of Canada in 
this city to make good a $1,000 mar- 
gin on a bill of exchange issued against 
a shipment made by Atkinson to the firm of 
Atkinson Bros. of Liverpool. The members of 
this firm are his sons. They had failed, and the 
bank naturally wanted more margin. This demand 
he was unable to respondto. He related his cir- 
cumstances to his lawyer, Mr. Carter, who advised 
him to make an assignment. He did so, and asked 
the board what else he could have done. The 
board's answer was: “Expulsion!”

“You wish to ask something about my career and 
myself? Well, what shalllI tell you? Do I like my 
role of Falka? Oh, yes, very much indeed. It is a 
pretty little opera, isn’t it?” 

“How do I pronounce my name? Well, most people 
call me Rickey, but itis pronounced the same as 
though it were spelled Richie. It was my mother’s 
family namo, and when I went on the operatic stage 
I adopted it as my nom de guerre. My own name is 
really Schumacher, but that is not avery good 
sounding name for Italian opera, is it? You knowl 
made my debut with Max Strakosch in 

in the autumn of 1879 as 


Cincinnati : Azucena in 
*Trovatore.’ Ah! that was such a funny debut, but |, 


I will tell you about that later on. Now, I 
I must commence at the beginning. I was born in 
St. Louis. My father died when I was quite young, 
and leit my mother with two daughters beside my- 
self to sup and very little of this world’s s 
to doit with. I went to school, however, wit 
sisters, the eldest of whom in the choir of a 
large Catholic church in St. Leuis. I think I made 
my first appearance as a public singer when I was 
8 years old, in that very church. I was always very 
fond of music, and it was a common saying with ail 
our friends that my voice was my fortune. I took 
piano lessoas from the organist of this church, where 
my sister sang, and he was rather fond of me, and 
used to arrange duets for us to sing on some of the 
festival days of the church. Several years went on 
in that way, and Iand my sisters went to school and 

to get little opportunities to sing or do 
something now and then. What days those were. 
You see, we were awfully poor, and such. little 
economies as we practiced! When I was some- 
where about 13 or 14 years old, my two sisters and 
myself used to make a little concert company of 
only ourselves and go out among the smail towns 
in vicinity of St. Louis duri he holiday time 
and give little entertainments. e¢ sang trios, and 
duets, and read and played bits of pieces and made 
a little money and thought ourselves real singers 
and players. Ati6 I graduated at the Normal 
school in St. Louis, and thenI taught school the 
following year in one of the primary schools. That 
was in 1877. and it was a hard year in financial 
circles. Several banks failed, and the littie my 
mother had went the way of some larger fortunes. 
That wasthetime my mother's friends said I 
bada voice and it ought to be cultivated. A 
young friend of mine. who had been studying in Vi- 
enna with Laufer, urged me to go back wilien she re- 
turned toVienna,which she was about to do. With the 
little we had,.my mother determined to use it to edu- 
cate any musical gifts I had. So I prepared to- 
leave my home and try to find 

MY MARK IN THE WORLD. 

The very last day the girl who was to accompany 
me bac out. Istarted then all aijione for New 
York, where a lady and her husband were to meet 
me ve of me until I reached Bremen, 
which city we sai for in a German steamer. 
Arrivixg in New York, I was so homesick I tele- 
graphed to return. My sister telegraphed back to 
Stay where I was and she would come on and join 
me. That was Thursday night. On Saturday 
morning she was with me in New York, and at 3 
o'clock that day I was on board the steamer, wavinz 
my handkerchief to my sister,who stood on the end 
of the long pier watching the big steamer slowly

went direct to Vienna I was to live in Prof. 
Laufer’s house, and he expected me to come soine 
time, but did not know just the exact day. No one 
was there to meet me, so I took a cab and drove at 
once to his house. He received me very kindly, but 
was greatly surprised not to see the other girl who 
was to come with me. For more 
than a year I= studied with him in 
Vienna, of course studying all the operas in Ger- 
man, Among pupils who have studied with this 
same teacher are Mme. Pappenbeim, Frau Kupfer- 
Berger, who is now the leading soprano at the Im- 
— House in Vienna, and Fraulein Bettle- 

eim, who was considered the greatest contralto 
ever in Vienna. She married a banker, a very rich 
man, however, soon after her debut in opera and 
has since retired to private life. When I had been 
in Vienna little more thana year, Marie Litta, an 
American girl,came there with Nereilis’ Italian 
Opera Company, and during their engagement I 
heard her sing and e up my mind togo and 
eall upon her. She sang ‘Lucia’ with immense 
success, remember.

FOUNDERED AT SEA. 


The Daring Rescue of the Brigantine Helen 
O. Phinney’s Crew. 

By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, December 13.—The steamship Muriel. 
Captain Locke, which arrived here yesterday from 
Trinidad and St. Kitts, brought as passengers from, 
the latter port the crew of tke  brig- 
antine Helen oO. Phinney, which was 
abandoned in a_ sinking condition on No- 
vember 29 in latitude 35° 40’ and longitude 69° 20’ 
Captain John Wakely of the last named vessel, re- 
ports that be left Philadelphia for Matanzas with 
a general cargo on November 18. All went well un- 
til November 24, when the vessel was in latitude 37° 
21’ and longitude 72° 20’. The wind then changed to 


southeast, and it suddenly became very black in 
that direction. The light sails were taken in, but 
hardly was this work completed, whena h 
was seen sweeping down from the southeast. 
IN A MOMENT IT STRUCK THE VESSEL, 
throwing her aimost on her beam ends. Her upper 
spars and bowsprit went with a crash. carrying the 
rigging withthem. Heavy seas dashed over the 
decks, fore and aft, and the men narrowly escaped 
being swept into the boiling ocean. They clung to 
the torn shrouds, however, until the force 
of the hurricane had been spent. Then 
the broken debris was cleared away, but it was 
found that, in addition to being partialiv dismasted, 
the brigantine had sprung a serious leak. She was 
drifting about with a heavy list to port, which 
showed that some of the cargo had shifted in the 
between decks. No attempts were made to rig jury 
masts, andthe dismasted vessel was allow to 
driftabout. The waterways opened and she soon 
became completely unmanageable. A lookout was 
kept up for passing vessels. but none came near 
enough to observe the condition of the Phinney un- 
til November 29, whena steamship hove in sight. 
It was blowing a gale at the time and the sea was 
very rough. The stranger, which proved to be the 
Bermuda, Captain Whitehurst, bound from this 

rt for St. Kitts. went to the brigantine’s aid. The
